Mrs. Dominick seconded Mrs. Osgood's motion and it was carried. 


The following resolution was read by Mrs. Morris: 

"Whereas, the members of the Women's Committee of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art have learned to their sorrow of the death of 
David Brewer Karrick, be it 

"Resolved, That the Women's Committee give formal expression 
of its sympathy in his death and does hereby note in its records 
the passing from this life of a man who was esteemed by his 
associates, loved by his friends, and respected by all. 








"Resolved, Further, That a copy of this resolution he tendered 
to his family as an expression of the Committee 's heartfelt 
sympathy in its bereavement." 

Mrs. Quandt moved its adoption; it was seconded and carried. 

The Secretary was instructed to write a letter of sympathy to Mrs. van Roijen. 

It was announced that Mrs. Jarman and Mrs. Hensel, who are in charge of 
obtaining greens for the main staircase in the Gallery, had found an old 
picture which provided them with additional ideas, a grower has been contacted, 
and it is anticipated that this project can be completed very soon. 

Mr. Williams was introduced and he reported that the Trustees are enlarging 
the Council for the purpose of fund-raising and that currently the fund¬ 
raising efforts have produced approximately $50,000 as against $29,000 at 
this time last year. 

Alterations in the Art School are in progress which will result in a capital 
expenditure of about $ 50 , 000 . The school's summer session was very well 
received and plans are being made to double the enrollment next summer. 

Mr. Williams then discussed the program for the coming season which will 
open on November 2 with an exhibition of contemporary Spanish painting and 
sculpture. A special gallery will be devoted to a continuing series of 
exhibitions of recent works by leading artists in the Washington area. He 
also invited members of the Committee to be guests at the preliminary selection 
of entries in the 27 th Biennial Exhibition. 

Mr. Williams stressed the fact that more ambitious programs have resulted in 
more members and greater prestige for the Gallery and thanked the Women's 
Committee for its contributions to these ends. 

Mrs. Parker complimented Mr. Williams on the 1960-61 program and reminded 
members that if any wished to entertain the speakers or musicians, they 
should so advise the Director. She then thanked Mr. Dorra for his assistance 
during the summer with the Lecture Series and publicity. 

Committee Reports 

Arts Mrs. Quandt advised that the Gallery received three pictures by Charles 
Peale Polk from Miss Frances Weeks whose interest in the Gallery was stimu¬ 
lated by the recent Southern Painters Show. Members were reminded to fill 
out the "Private Collections" forms and send them to Mrs. Slidell. 

Docents This committee will be inactive until such time as an adequate 
training program can be set up by a Director of Education as it seems not 
practical to proceed without the assistance of a professional who can give 
the needed time to the project. 
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Auditoriun A letter from Mr. Waldron Faulkner was read in which he recom¬ 
mended that work on the auditorium he delayed until the new Building Code 
becomes effective and its application to the Auditorium can be determined. 

Ball Mrs. Parker reported in the absence of Mrs. Graves that fund-raising 
projects other than a ball had been considered but that the Director was 
reluctant to start a new project especially in the Biennial year and there¬ 
fore the Executive Committee recommends a tall but suggests that the Faberge 
show would present more glamorous possibilities than the Ryder show. A 
Christmas Ball was also suggested. 

Files and History Mrs. Moorman announced that the scrapbook, now in its 
seventh year, is up-to-date with a new volume to be started this month. 

Mrs. Todd and Mrs. Sweeterman have assisted with work on the files. Mrs. 
Moorman requested that a few file cabinets, desk and chair be provided for 
the Files Committee. 

Lectures In the absence of Mrs. Walsh and Mrs. Virgin, the Chairman announced 
that the lectures will be held on the 1st Wednesday of each month (with the 
exception of November 16) and the price remains $15 for the subscription to 
six lectures.

COMMITTEE ON "WORKS OF ART 


16 January 1961 


The meeting of the Committee on "Works of Art of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art was held at the Gallery at 11:00. The meeting was called to order 
by Mr. F inl ey, the other members present being Messrs Hamilton^ Wilson and 
Glover. The Secretary and Assistant Secretary were also present. 

The Committee on Works of Art Report and the Staff Report were approved. 

A discussion of the By-Law defining the function of the Committee on 
"Works of Art followed. The By-Law was interpreted in the following manner: 

In the case of purchases, the Committee is limited to recommendations 
which are subject to the approval of the Board. 

In the case of sales, the Committee is limited to recommendations which 
are subject to Board approval. 

In the case of otherwise uncomplicated gifts or bequests, the Committee 
has full power to act. 

The appointment of an instructor in perspective and drawing in the Art 
School was discussed. The Committee approves in principle the appointment. 
The Director was requested to consult with the Treasurer as to the salary 
to be offered and what other salary adjustments should be made in the faculty 
and staff. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED : 

1. That the purchase of the portraits of Hezekiah B. Palm er and 
Catherine Palmer by John F. Francis from Mrs. H. N. Blue be declined. 

2. That the Watson Memorial Committee*s offer of the unrestricted 
gift of the painting Chrysanthemums II by Nan Watson be accepted. 

3. That action on Mr. Charles C. Glover*s offer of the unrestricted 
gift of an etching Saint Eustace by Albrecht Durer be deferred until the 
Director obtains offers on the etching. 

4. That Mr. John M. Kauffmann*s offer of the unrestricted gift of 
the lithograph Waterfront II by Lester Cooke be accepted. 
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5. That Mrs. Coggeshall Kuhn*s (Mary C.) offer of the unrestricted 
gift of the painting Fruits and Flowers attributed to Sarah Miriam Peale 
be accepted. 

6. That Mr. and Mrs. Ralph E. Becker*s offer of the unrestricted 
gift of a 17th century Dutch genre painting be accepted with the under** 
standing that it be sold for the benefit of the Purchase Fund. 

7. That Mr. and Mrs. Ralph E. Becker*s offer of the unrestricted 
gift of a monochrome watercolor by A. B. Frost be accepted. 

4 8. That the offer of the unrestricted gift of the sculpture Architect, 1960 
by Abbott Pattison made by an anonymous donor through the Feingarten Galleries 
be accepted. 

The Committee was informed of the intention of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph E. Becker 
to make a future offer of an unrestricted gift of a bronze bust of President 
Eisenhower by Nison A. Tregor. 

Action on the disposal of certain tapestries and items of sculpture con¬ 
sidered to be surplus to the Gallery*s needs was deferred. 

It was agreed that any formal offers of gifts of works of art, however 
trivial, should be referred to the Committee. However, the Director was 
encouraged to attempt to discourage worthless offers. 

A preliminary discussion of the possible gift of the collection of 
Mrs. Edith Gregor Halpert followed. The Secretary read Mrs. Halpert*s letter 
informing him of the reasons why she is considering the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art as the possible recipient of her collection, under certain conditions. 

The matter was considered of such importance that it should be very carefully 
studied by the President, the Committee and by the Director and his staff and 
after further research, be considered at future meetings.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following 
report covering the period October 1st through December 31st, 1960. 

Work on the A r t School construction of the fire escape system with 
the emergency doors, lights and alarm bells has been completed by the 
Joseph T. Parkhill Company with the exception of one minor item involving 
$235.00. This has been ordered to the end that the burglar-alarm system 
be a "closed” system so that if a wire is cut, the alarm will sound. The 
total cost of this work, exclusive of the above mentioned item, is $34,316.94, 
including the architects fee. Releases of lien are in hand and the final 
bills are being processed for current payment. 

All doors between the Gallery and School can now be kept locked since 
they are no longer considered fire exits. 

At the request of the Fire Marshal all fabric wall coverings were removed 



in the basement area used by the Saturday classes. To improve the surface 
of the School parking lot eight cubic feet of cinders were spread over the 
traffic area. 

The weatherworn exterior of the roof over the atrium was covered with 
twenty gallons of roof coating. 

Preliminary drawings and outline specifications on the proposed reno¬ 
vation of the basement galleries to use them as classrooms and make them 
conform with city regulations have been prepared by Mr. Faulkner. These 
documents are in the hands of the contractor for a preliminary estimate 
which is expected in the very near future. 

The new fire regulations for the city are now in effect. They are 
quite complicated and no one seems to be in a position to give us a definite 
answer as to just what they mean until the fire inspectors have had experience 
in construing them and making suggestions as to changes in existing structures. 

The Building Committee is aware of the desire of the Women's Committee to 
renovate the auditorium. Until we get our cost figures in on the proposed 
renovation of the basement galleries for use as classrooms, we do not believe 
it advisable to proceed with a study of the auditorium. We are hopeful that 
this delay will give the Fire Marshal's office a chance to get more experience 
in the practical application of their new regulations. We are told that an 
inspection will be made by that office in the regular course of events. 
Redecoration of the auditorium could be ruined by structural changes required 
by the Fire Marshal.
